Said Worse Now

DUPLER'S March 
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LEGISLATING AGAINST SUBVERSION 

A Washington dispatch brings some en- 
couraging news about the house un-American 
actlvltlea committee. 

Its chairman, J. Pamcll Thomas, wants to 
put the group on a more btislnessllke basis, 
Thorough, quiet Investlgatlona followed by 
public hearings, when warranted, would bo 
the new rule. 

Mr. Thomas and his colleagues also are 
preparing eight bills designed to curb sub- 
versive actlvltlea In the government, labor 
unions and other organizations. 

One proposal would farm out some ot the 
committee's present activities to other agen- 
cies. According to reports, the bills would set 
up a new Justice department division to prose- 
cute subversive elements now operating, and 
create on Independent commission which 
' dn^d Investigate and order the dismissal of 
Moy government employe whose loyalty was in 
iSoubt. 

Other provisions would deport communist 
and other subversive ollena, and end tax ex- 
emptions for Red-front "educational" and 
"relief" groupj. 

So far, so good. This committee in the past 
has cloaked Itself with much authority wlth- 
; out covering Iticlf with much gloiy. It cer- 
tainly seems a good Idea to delegate some of 
that authority to more legally constituted 
and, perhaps, less hysterical agencies. As for 
the taxation and deportations, It probably htis 
become necessary to start bestowing our 
much-abused freedoms In a somewhat less 
openhanded maimer. 

Other aspects of the propo>5Cd legislation 
Mcm less promising. One of these would per- 
mit only United States citizens to be employed 
by the government or hold office In labor 
unions. Such a provision would not solve the 
problem of domestic communism. The Amer- 
ican communist party would not fall apart If 
Its alien members wen dcportod or forbidden 
to hold office. 

sjurther, such a provision would not hinder 
or embarrass the Klan, the Columbians, and 
their lUce, And finally, this InslstencQ on citi- 
zenship as a requisite for Job- or office-hold- 
ing Implies that forelB:n birth In Itself is 
suspect. 

The proposed legislation continues the com- 
mittee's preoccupation with the left wing of 
subversion. We hope that when congress 
comes to consider these bills. It will not forget 
the other extreme. 

That extreme was highlighted In the Atlan- 
ta trial of Homer Loomle, Jr., the Columbians' 
official found guilty of Incitement to riot. The 
defendant boldly proclaimed to the court his 
program for. deporting all Negroes to Africa 
and deporting all Jews or forcing their as- 
similation with other races — all In the name 
of "the white working man." The senior 
Iioomls, who wss his son's counsel, addressed 
the Jurors as "my falr-sklnned brothers," and 
had the sacrilegious gall to say his son was 
being "cniclfled like Christ by the Jews." 

This typo of "American" thinking repre- 
sents a movement that merits some attention, 
too. 



PRIVACY OF A PUBLIC nCURE 
. The author and publishers of a new biog- 
raphy of Sergo Koussevltzky, conductor of 
the Boston Symphony orchestra, have been 
Bucd for libel by Koussevltzky. The ' con- 
ductor has also asked a court injunction 
against publication and distribution of the 
book (which he says Is unauthorized) on the 
grounds that the text and photographs are 
an Invasion of his privacy. . His lawyers have 
advised newspapers that they would publish 
reviews at their "peril and risk," 

This Injunction, if arranted and upheld, 
Vould create an alarming precedent. Any- 
one might bo Immune to all but personally- 
authorized publicity. If a musician, why not 
also lawyers, Judges, political bosses, con- 
gressmen. Presidents? 

We hope that Doctor Koussevltzky, whose 
artistic eminence makes him something of 
a public figure, will accept the annoyances 
as well as the advantages of his position and 
reconsider his legal action. 



TOWARD PEACE BY LAW 
Lawyers from 32 nations last week formed 
the IntemiUontl Bar association. Their first 
goal U to afflUate with the United Nations 
and Bsslst it, in a consultaUve capacity, with 
the leral aspects of International co-opera- 
tion. 

m general tha group's program seems to be 
aimed at simplifying apd unifying some basic 
procedures, and at ctfferlng world citizens 
protection from certain IncQultles. . 

This appears to be another step toward in- 
tematlbnal m ai n te n ance of peace and Justice 
by law rather than by trea^. The concept of a 
legal world tothorlty over these vital matters 
Ij gaining strength. 

Tlie growth of this concept Is perhaps one 
of the mcwt hopeful aspects of the United Na- 
tions* brief history, fialong as it continues the 
mri dUfloulUei leem leas discouraging.

Palestine program will lessen our Influence In the 
field ot foreign affairs, and this U especlaUy unfor- 
tunate In view of the fact that the foreign ministers 
will meet In Moscow on March lo to diKUts the 
Oermon and Austrian peace treaties. 

Here Is the rub, due to Mr. Bevln's breakdown: 

Ilencefortli, whenever an American President makes 
a private or public plea on behalf of European minor- 
ities (OrlentAla have no real vole In elections), forelen 
ministers whom Washington seeks to Influence will 
discount and dUregard our Intervention because of 
their belief— In tact, their knowledge— that It was 
designed us corral a tew winning votes on this side 
ot the water. 

CHANGED — Secretary of flUte Marshall leaves for 
the Mdkow conference of forelffn ministers next 
week In a pessimistic mood. 

He doubU that Uie soK:slted "Big Five"— Ruult, 
Britain, France, the United Stales and China— con 
reach any aureemenl over the problem ot formal 
peace In Oemrnny and Auitrlo, which Is the principal 
Issue In the Moscow ngends. 

Conditions hnve chanRed completely since the lost 
get-together ot the tlve nations' diplomatic rtpre- 
aentaUvei. The United atates hos virtually disarmed, 
although keeping necret and conUnuing to manufac- 
ture atom bombs far more destructive than those 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. France Is torn 
by communistic InfUtiatlon. England Is almost 
bankrupt and tiroke. 

Our allies In tlio wetlem organltatlon of capitalistic 
nations are on the do^Tigrade, Stalin knows that, 
and, ot course, will tn' to use the Fran co- Am eric on - 
British weakness aa an argument for his oggreaslva 
and cxi^anslvc demands. 

That Is the problem which George O. Marshall tacei 
on his first diplomatic mission.

Herbert Hoover's return from his 
second dangeimis and wearying mis- 
sion to other continents since Mr. 
Truman become Preildent, Is the 
occasion for » dlscutoloo of an act 
of pollUcal casU- 
nens now In pro- 
cess of redress. 
Ben. Albert 
Kawkes o f Hew 
Jersey, has intro- 
duced a bill to re- 
store Mr. Hoover's 
name t6 the dam 
the Cok)rado 
er, orlilnally 
known as the 
Hoover dam but 
designated Boul- 
der dam by-Jlai 
old Ickes. 

The contrast between the charac- 
ter of Mr. Hoover and those who 
.Itempt to degrade him hu been 
plain In alt Incidents, reflecting his 
morality and theirs, which provide 
basts for comparison. HU worst 
fault during hU presidency was his 
otiduracy on the subject of prohi- 
bition and popular anger was 
directed at him. Indlvldaally. 

He was the target of a great pop- 
ular uprising of Indignation. He had 
been booed by the crowd who shout- 
ed "we want beer" at a world series 
game In Philadelphia, a more oml- 
I note than we who heard It 
renlUed ot the time. 

From election day on to March 4, 
1033, when nooaevelt was first In- 
augurated, Roosevelt and his "brain 
trust" flippantly refu.ied to cooper- 
ate wllh Hoover. During that Inter- 
im, Hoover being now a lame duck 
and a msn without a mandat", 
decay and decline were rapid both 
at homo and abroad. The problems 
of the presidency were his "baby," 
In the languaEc of the ribald adven- 
turers, and the calculated purpose 
was to set him up In the public 
Imagination as a monsnr who would 
finally responsible for any 
c&Iamltles that might befall by In- 
auguration day. 

Hoover certainly was hsted when 
he left office and his wise and con- 
scientious counsel went unheard, 
and his occasional preaching of 
fundamental morality In public life ' 
sneered away by a people whoce 
heirs may blame them for their sus- 
ceptibility to phrases and a voice ' 
that! put them in a spell. 

Throughout his tenn be had 
Bcnipulouily refrained from exploli- 
tng the presidency for his personal 
enrlihment or the profit of mem- 
bers of his family. He had s;rved 
without pay, but tiodn't sold so and 
lecret was kept until a long time 
after he hsd vanished. 

Although Mr. Hoover was re- 
nowned as a man of great abtUlr In 
many fields, particularly In prob- 
. of th^ dUtrlbutlon of lood, 
.._ lat Ignored throughout the war. 
Mountebanks, drawn to Washing- 
ton to advertise themselves as "ad- 
ministrators." have elnco descended 
nealn to their natural level ot greed 
and TUlgnrlly, scrnmbllnR for ea.*v 
money In tlie movie Industry, In 
radio, in the modem racket known 




OS -labor relsUons" and In Ui» vari- 
ations of the PAD. Jhn Failer. too, 
another excellent executive, wss 
onubbed In favor of draft dodgen. 
dome of whom were adomed with 
brass to keep them out ot danier 
Parley wrote Roosevelt on Pearl 
Harbor day ottering to aervi where- 
ever and however he could and, lor 
answer, got a bnith-oft. 

Mr. Hoover has never asked thab 
his name be restored to tin dam 
tor which, more than ihy oihei 
man, he was responsible. He is with- 
out vanity and so tine are his itMe 
and tils dignity that he cuuld not 
even recognlu Ickes who personally 
changed the name ot the dam and 
wrote Homer Ciimmlngs. then the 
new deal attorney general, lu 1S3S, 
that reference to "Hoover dfju" In 
government Utlgallon "gives me 
nothing at all to cheer about." 

Mr. Hoover did not nuaa the dam 
for hknselt. It was so named by Ray 
LymsD Wilbur, as secretary of the 
Interior, In 1930. The Roosevelt dam, 
the Wlldon dam and the Ooolldge 
dam all had bfen named for Incum- 
benU, the Roosevelt In this case 
having been Theodore, and the Nor- 
rls dam hod been named for Senator 
Norris while he was In office. The 
honor to Hoover was portlculorly 
appropriate however, because, he 
hod labored faithfully and success- 
fully as oecrel*ry of cccmneree In 
the esJly twenties to recoticUe old, 
conflicting Interests of the states In- 
volved and had participated u an 
engineer. 

In support of his bill. Senator 
Hawkee proves that on three sep- 
arate occasions congress designated 
this wor*, the Hoover dam. 

The change was msde, personally, 
by Ickes In a memorandum In May, 
1D33, when the campaign to degrade 
Hoover wu at Its height. 

Later, In the correspondence wlUi 
Cummlngs, he said he had "gone to 
great lengths to give Boulder dam 
Its original and proper name which 
my predecessor attempted felonious- 
ly lo take from. It. for which praise- 
worthy and meritorious act I have 
been roundly condemned by re*c- 
tlonaiy Republican papers." 

Cummlngs replied that Hoover 
dam was the title used by congress 
oiul In a contract of the government 
for lU constmctlon, and sold, "TVhen 
I see you 1 shall extend my commis- 
eration In person." 

As to the propriety of naming a 
public work In honor ot a living per- 



son, there ar« other pT»c«d«nta. In 
New York, Florello LaOuardla, who 
has 80 much In common with Icket. 
rejected the luune ot Occenl Mac- 
Arthur for tho East river drivB on 
the ground that hUtory might give 
a new Judgment on UicArthur. 

UacArthur then wu regarded as 
a political perKmalitr by tome of 
the Roosevelt foUowing. It was 

Cnptly noted that LaGuardla Held 
been named for the mayor. This 
name has t>een accepted as perull- 
arly fitting inasmuch as the Ildd 
was built on a city dump, the flashy 
buildings have cracked and crum- 
bled and the runways have sagged 
Into the water. 

Moreover, Idguardla selected the 
name of Sara D. Roosevelt, whlls 
she was alive, tor a series of play- 
grounds on the east sldo ot New 
York on land acquired by Jimmy 
Walker for low cost housing. Sara 
D. Roosevelt had nothing to do with 
this or with any other benatlclal 
public work. It was actually buUt by 
Roberfi Moses, another who wu Ig- 
nored by Roosevelt notwithstanding 
his fine achievements and reputa- 
tion, because Mr. Moses caught 
Roosevelt trying to plant hU pri- 
vate pollUcal aecreUiy, Louie Howe, 
on the public poi-roll at KOOO a 
year when Rootevelt was cut of 
office, and wouldn't leb him get 
away with It. 

After Roosevelt's death. President 
TTuman availed himself of Mr. 
Hoover's ablUtles. He li now 71 years
